Aithough 
orders were issued ted Weeks ago to re- 
store the tariff rates (25-cent basis), yet the 
fact ig not disputed that all the business that 
has been shipped since the restoration of rates 
was ordered went forward at a 15-cent rate. At 
first it was claimed that no contracts had been 
made at the low rates, and that tariff rates 
could be restored at once. But bust 
ness continued to go forward at the cut, 
and then it was claimed that the roads 
west from Chicago had made some contracts 
which, however, would be disposed of within a 
week. But another week has since passed 
freight is still gomg forward at the 15-cent 
rate. Saturday it was announced that com- 
mencing today all business shipped would be 
at the tariff rates, but several of 
the lines continued to ship at the old 
rates, and not a pound of freight can 
be secured at the regular rates. The Vander- 
bilt lines are mostiy blamed for this condition 


ot affairs. Those during the last week carried 


58% per cent of all the east-bound business 
from this city. It is claimed that they could 
not have secured this advantage except by re- 
sorting to unfair means.

New York, Oct. 18.-—-[Special.}—The latest 
phase of the Baltimore & Ohio-Pennsylvania 
Railroad war is the refusal of the former to 
sell any tickets in this city at its offices to 
Baltimore, notwitns ing the fact that the 
Baltimore & Ohio's train service continues over 
the Pennsylvania Line. By way of attacking 
its competitor onthe flanks, the Baltimore & 
Onio opens all its New York offices for the 
sale of tickets on.the West Shore & Buffalo 
Rallway to points West. The rates are com- 
pletely demoralized, and the scalpers are reap- 
ing a harvest by selling reduced-rate tickets to 
Cincinnati as low as $12; Chicago, $14 and $16; 
St. Louis, $16 and $18; Buffalo and Niagara 
Falls. $6. Passengers from this city to Kansas 
City can save $15 over regular rates. 

Pending the decision of Judge McKenna at 
Philadelphia, the Baltimore & Ohio managers 
will remain passive so far as any business be- 
tween New York and Baltimore is concerned. 
All applicants for passage to Baltimore are m- 
formed that the Pennsylvania is the only line 
carrying passengers between the two Cities. A 
reduction of fare was expected between this 
city and Chicago via the Niagara Fails short- 
line today, but none was promulgated. The 
decision of the United States Court is expect- 
ed to be adverse to Baltimore & Ohio, in which 
event the Pennsylvania will cut off the Balti- 
more & Ohio service summarily.

The Missouri River and St. Louis Pas- 
senger Wars. 

No movement of importance was made in the 
Missouri River passenger rate war yesterday. 
All the roads are now selling tickets from Chi- 
cago to Missouri River points for $1, and the 
indications are that this rate will remain 
in force for some time, no steps having 
yet been taken to bring about a settlement of 
the difficulties. The Rock Island is as deter- 
mined as ever to maintain its position regaru- 
ing the transferable mileage tickets-and the 
payment of $1 commission. The other roads 
are equally determined to make no peace until 
the Rock Island comes to terms. It 
is not believed, however, that the Rock 
Island continues to pay $1 commission on 
the present $1 rate, as this would leave it no 
révenue whatever from the business. The 
ecalpers, therefore, will not be able to make 
any money on the Missouri River business as 
long as this fight lasts. It was rumored 
yesterday that some of the scaipers 
who are loaded up with Rock Island 
mileage tickets had taken legal advice 
whether they can force the Rock Island 
to redeem those tickets under the anti-scalper 
law of April, 1875. That law provides a pen- 
alty of $500 for each and every refusal of any 
railroad company to redeem tickets presented 
for redemptuon. It is hardly probable that 
there is any truth in the report. The law pro- 
vides only tor the redemption of tickets from 
bona-fide passengers, but not from scalpers 
who are conducting their business contrary to 
law. Besides the scalpers are much indebted 
to the Rock Island for being allowed to con- 
tinue in the business and are therefore not 
likely to take steps to antagonize that road and 
drive it into the ranks of their enemies. It is 
more likely that they will back up the Rock 
Island with all the means at their command. 

The St. Louis passenger war remains un- 
changed, The roads still charge $5 from Chi- 

to St. Louis, but the scalpers still con- 
tinue to sell tickets at from $2 to $3. The rates 
from Chicago to St. Paul and Minneapolis re- 
main firm, none of the roads being anxious to 
precipitate a war on those rates. 


Mr. J. F. Tucker to Arbitrate the Col- 
* orado Pool Percentages. 

About a week ago THe TRIBUNE stated that 
adispatch had been received from President 
Strong stating that be had decided to accept 
the resolution of the General Managers of the 
roads in the Colorado and Utah bus 
ness that pools should be formed on 
that business and that percentages 
should be fixed by arbitration. The dispatch 
was not generally understood by the General 
Managers of the Colorado and Utah roads, and, 
as a meeting had previously been arranged to 
Be held in New York Oct. 21 for the purpose ot 
agreeing upon percentages, they took it for 
granted that the action between President 
Strong of the Santa Fé and the Presidents of the 
other roads did not refer to arbitration, and 
that the New York meeting would be heid any- 
way. Advices received yesterday, however, 
show that Tun TRIBUNE statement regarding 
the action of the Presidents was correct. Mr. 
J. F. Tucker has received notice to go ahead 
with the arbitration of percentages for the roads 
west of the Missouri River, and the General 
Managers were informed that there was no 
necessity for holding the meeting in New York. 
This settles the matter as far as the Colorado 
and Utah pool west of the Missouri River is 
concerned. But under the original resolution 
a pool is also to be formed on that business by 
the east of the river. These 

as yet made no ar- 
for the formation of 
such pool, and it is by no means certain that 
they will be able to come to an agreement. A 
conference between the managers of those 
roads and Commissioner Midgley and Arbi- 
trator Tucker was held yesterday, and it was 
agreed to hold a meeting the latter part of this 
week to consider this matter. An attempt will 
be made to agree upon percentages, and of this 
faiis it is probable that Mr. Tucker will be 
called upon to arbitrate the perceniages. If 
the pool is formed Mr. J. W. Midgley will un- 
doubtedly be appointed Commissioner.

DECREASE OF RAILROAD EARNINGS 

A few weeks ago, just as the glorious sum- 
mer of 1884 was drawing to a close, the Bos- 
ton Herald came out with a booming ar- 
ticle heated Prosperity.”’ This article pre- 
dicted the immediate dawn of better times on 
account of the abundant crops. There were 
telegrams from Vanderbilt and Jay Gould 
“whooping up“ the stock market on the 
theory that the abundance of the year’s yield 
meant abundance of rallroad earnings and of 
business profits. Those who could remem- 
ber tar enough back to recall the fact that the 
crops of 1873 were of the best and that prices 
were high had their doubts about the sound- 
ness of this view, but the crowd accepted the 
pleasant prophecies as Gospel truth and 
waited in good humor for the prices of stocks 
to rise and for business to revive. 

The railroad earnings of many roads con- 
tinue to decrease. The great corn crop which 
wasin doubt when these predictions were 
made has since ripened to perfection, and 
almost all the fruits of the earth have been 
gathered in unwonted frofusion, but busi- 
ness does not revive and railroad earnings 
continue to shrink. | 

All the commercial observers of the coun- 
try have set themselves to work to find out 
the why and the Wherefore of this contrast 
between abounding harvests and’ dwindling 
railroad business. The Financial Chronicle 
some time ago pointed out that the move 
ment of wheat had been heavier this year 
than last, and that the decrease of railroad 
earnings must therefore be attribntable to a 
slackened movement of merchandise. The 
Railroad Gazette made an elaborate examina- 
tion of the receipts of wheat at Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, Toledo, Peoria, Duluth, and similar 
points, and showed that they had been heav- 
ier than ever before. Hence it declared that 
a free movement of the crops did not bring 
with it the prosperity for the railroads and 
business generally that Vanderbilt, and Gould, 
and the Boston Herald had predicted. Here 
we had a larger movement and a! pros- 
perity of the roads, _Bradstréet’s took up the 
subject, and its closer analysis has finally 
brought out facts with regard to the move- 
ment of grain and the earnings of railroads 
which had not previously been made public, 
Its investigations confirm the statements that 
the farmers are marketing their wheat free- 
ly, notwithstandifig the low price, so that 
the quantities received at primary points 
were 23 per cent heavier than in 1883, 18 per 
cent heavier than in 1882, 100 per cent larger 
than in 1881. Oats, barley, flour have moved in 
large quantities. But it is when we come to 
the movement of corn that we strike the real 
cause of the decreased earnings of the rail- 
roads. The falling away in the movement of 


excessive this year. During the nine weeks 
ending with Sept. 80 the farmers delivered at 
the eight principal primary markets 5,500,000 
bushels more of wheat than in the corre 
sponding time of last year. Notwithstand- 
ing this surplus of wheat deliveries, the total 
receipts of flour and grain at the interior 
markets for the time named were over 3,000, - 
000 bushels less this year than in the corre- 
sponding time of last year. The scarcity of 
corn in the country, therefore, is the cause to 
a large extent of the decrease in the earnings 
of the Western roads: 


The same cause has operated with creat | 


severity on the business of the railroads 
eastward from the primary markets, In the 
figures compiled by Bradstrect’s to show the 
eastward shipments from the primary mar- 
kets there is a total shtinkage from 56,314,241 
bushels in 1883 to 45,981,185 in 1884. This 
amounts to @ little ever 9,000,000 bushels, 
while the shrinkage in the movement of corn 
was over 11,000,000 bishels. Here again we 
see that the shortuge vt the corn erop of 1883

of that city, not only against the people of 
Ohio, but against the whole people of the 
United States.

be engaged in the same work in Chicago. 
Ballot-boxes with false bottoms containing 
bogus votes before the polls shall be opened 
are to be furnished to certain precincts where 
they ean be used with impunity. The Dem- 
ocratic Mayor, following an example set by 
Harrison in Chicago, has sworn in more than 
a thousand thugs and bummers as “ special 
policemen,” whose business it will be to pro- 
tect the repeaters from interference. Even 
„chemical ballots” have been prepared to 
do the same service that tissue ballots” 
performed in South Carolina. Cincinnati is 
to be the headquarters for the frauds, but 
the other large cities in Ohio are to be at- 
tacked in the same manner. The Democrat- 
ic Legislature prepared the way for all this 
villainy by repealing the Registration law 
and removing all restraint from the prostitu- 
tion of the ballot-box. 

This Democratic conspiracy to defeat the 
popular will in Ohio may fail today, and a 
similar conspiracy in IIlinois may fail three 
weeks from today; but the danger will by 
no means be over. Fraud is a monster which 
grows by what it feeds upon. The Demo- 
crats are becoming more expert and more 
barefaced every year. The effort to steal 
elections whieh they cannot carry honestly 
will succeed sooner or later in the. North, as 
it did in the South, unless it can be put 
down by sweeping laws and the effective en- 
forcement of the same. Such success will 
be a greater menace to the American system 
of government than the secession of the 
Southern States was. The Rebellion of the 
South was sectional, but the pollution of the 
ballot-box with Democratic sanction is spread- 
ing out over the Whole country, and it is an 
insidious treason which cannot be attacked 
and routed by an army of patriot as the 
Confederate troops were.

AMUSEMENTS. 

The Wallack Company at the Haverly. 

Although the frst performance of “ Diplo- 
macy" was somewhatin the nature of a re 
bearsal, the ever-delightful drama was in 
capable hands, and the acting was in many re- 
spects brilliant. Osmond Tearle took the 
honors of the night, and, indeed, never ap- 
peared to better advantage than in the part of 
Henry Beagucierc. As the self-possessed man 
of the world, the shrewd diplomatist, the easy- 
mannered gentieman, and the affectionate 
brother, he brought out clearly every phase of 
the character, acting with well-defined purpose, 
with repose, and with nicety of embellisnment. 
The character is not so demonstrative as that 
of Julian, but it calls for delicacy and subtiety 
of treatment, and in neither quality was 
Mr. Tearie wanting, as the warm 
applause of the audience amply testified. 
Mr. Gienny, who played Julian, is a consci- 
entious actor, but the role seems to fill his ca- 
pacity and bubble over. He acts with true 
feeling, but his difficulty is in gofhg outside of 
himeelf to produce effects. Besides, he is al- 
most as prodigal of emphasis and of intensity 
of expréssion in commonplace passages as in 
those requiring a display of passion. In watch- 
ing his work one is conscious that Charles Glen- 
ny is considerably wrought up, but one is apt 
to forget at the same time the existence of 
Julian Beauciere. This is the result of playing 
a character from within when it should be 
built. up ‘from without. In other words, 
an actors method, if it would not 
fail in effectiveness, must be syn- 
thetical. Mr. Gilenny’s deep earnestness, 
however, makes his work interesting, if not 
thoroughly satisiactory from an artistic stand- 
point. Rose Coghian's work as Countess Zicka 
was fine in parte rather than as a whole. 
In the last interview of the Countess with Hen- 
ry Beauclerc, where in a half-hysterical way 
she tries to shield herself from shame, Miss 
Coghlan (who, dy the way, was exquisitiy 
dressed) presented a gem of acting, holding 
herself admirabiy in check, and defining every 
emotion in a clear-cut manner. Her by-pliay, 
her every movement, and ber variety of facial 
expression were exceilent. The womanly 
jealousy which is the motive of the character 
needs more coloring in order to jus 
tify consequent action. Bophie Eyre 
played Dora in & very subdued key, 
was a little uncertain in her lines, 
and appeared to be not altogether at home in 
the part. The innocence and indignation of 
the role she cleverly portrayed, but the imper- 
sonation would gain in force if she would make 


the character less childish and more womanly. 


She can hardly expect to realize the ingenuous- 
ness aimed at by the author. Her pronuncia- 
tion has not been modified since her last visit 
to Chicago: Mary Anderson was recently 
charged with speaking the American language, 
but it cannot be retorted that Miss Eyre speaks 
English. She massacres the letter r as de- 
liberately as some classes of her countrymen 
slaughter the inoffensive h.“ It is not the 
custom in England., for instance (except, per- 
haps, in some iocalities), to pronounce 
the word „here as if spelled 
“yah.” But Miss Eyre’s peculiarities of 
pronunciation are of the soft and sugary kind, 
and it is not hard to swallow them. Gerald 
Eyre made Baron Stein phiegmatic, which was 
right, but gave him some of the morose char- 
acter of Prinee Zourof in Moths,”’ which was 
Wrong. Mr. Eyre looked the part much better 
than he played it. John Buckstone was very 
good in tha light role of Algie Fairfax, and 
Harry Edwards surprised his friends by the 
excellence of his Count Orloff. Mrs. Sol Smith 
might be less harsh upon the eccentricities of 
the poor. Marquise and the audience would 
As the members of the company 
grow more accustomed to the parts during the 
week the performances of Diplomacy will 
become more aid more charming. 


Margaret Mather at McVicker’s. 
The audience was not large at McVicker’s 
last night when Margaret Mather appeared in 
Romeo and Juliet.“ Those who witnessed her 
début in the same play and in the same theatre 
two years ago will notice littie difference in 
her acting at the p t time, save that she 
has gained in self-confiderice and in master- 
ing the mechanical requirements of ber 
art. She is graceful in every 
pose and movement, her enuncianun 
is clear, and her stage presence is quite taking. 
The sensibility that she showed wtien a dé- 
butente, or that freshness of enthusiasm 
which is manifested in true feeling, has been 
worn off by constant repetition of a part, and 
she has reached that point in her development 
where it is necessary to simulate passions that 
she can no lounger feel. That she has not yet 
succeeded in this, the most difficult 
test by whieh an actress is tried. 
was evident, for although she intcrest- 
ed ste did not move der audience. 
She will find it bard to electrify her bearers, 
now that the wells of her own sensibility are 
dried, and sbe must apply herseif to the scien- 
tific side uf her art, which supplies the true in- 
strument of power, the method of counterfeit- 
ing feeling which no longer finds intuitive ex- 
pression. Her work is not and will never be 
inspirational, for she bas not the inexhaustible 
nature of such @ woman as Morris. It 
remains for her by purely intellectual effort to 
make her acting suggestive, finely modulated, 
and, in a word, aftistié. Nature bas not 
made her a great actress; education may make 
of her an artist. At present she is often 
sentimental when she should de passionate, 
and her despair sometimes strikes the false 
chord ef violence, Hers is a pleasing but not 
a poetical Juliet—much thought, much cult- 
ure, much close study of arbitrary scientific 
methods must lie behind any assumption of 
Juliet that calls for high praise.

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ANOTHER SENSATION IN POLITICAL CIRCLES. 

London. Oot. 18.—{Special.j}—The St. 
James’ Gazette has a new sensation this evening 
which is intended to make a tremendous stir 
in English political circles. The Gazette prints 
statements showing a degree of sloth, incom- 
petency, and favoritism on the part of British 
officers in India which is not only disgraceful 
but unparalleled. The revelations are startling, 
and if they are to be believed Engiand’s su- 
premazy in India is doomed to speedy extino- 
tion. The Gazette states with a plausible ap- 
pearance of authenticity that it has indispu- 
table authority for saying that we are ap- 
proaching a crisis in comparison with 
which the Sepoy rebellion of 1857 will 
be commonplace. The principal dangers fore- 
told arise from the disioyalty of the Moham- 
medans in Caleutta and Bombay and the Rus- 
sian invasion which is always threatened by 
way of Afghanistan. The Gazette promises to 
publish still more startiing revelations, in 
which the oppressions of the natives of India 
by tax farmers and collectérs will be shown 
in as bad a light as the crimes of Warren 
Hastings. : 

ENGLISH VESSELS SEARCHED BY THE FRENCH. 

A speck of war is found in the communica- 
tions which have passed between Engiand 
and France in regard to the stopping and 
searching of English vessels on the Chinese 
coast for contraband war material. It is 
stated that Engiand has vigorously protested 
against the orders given to French command- 
ers of war vessels, and that the correspondence 
between the English and the French Cabinets 
is getting warmer than is warranted by ordi- 
nary diplomatic courtésy. It is known that 
England bas demanded a searching inquiry as 
to the circumstances of the overhauling of 
English steamers, and a oasus belli may be 
established if itis ascertained that goods in- 
nocently exported by Englishmen have been 
seized. 

A RELIGIOUS REVOLUTION. 

A new rehgious revolution is threatened in 
Russia. The Czar has for many genera 
tions been recognized as the religious as 
well as the political head of the State. In the 
autonomy of Russia he is the Pope of Popes 
as well as the King of Kings. No Pope or 


metropolitan can hold his office without the 


seal of the Czar, and the Czarina at a corona- 
tion ceremony kneels to the Czar, not in his ca- 
pacity as an Emperor, but as the Vicegerent 
of God. Now, however, a sect of dissent- 
ers have risen which threatens to over 
throw this belief in divine selection. The 
dissenters have their headquarters in Moscow, 
and they have thousands of adherents through- 
out the Empire. They are not Nihilists, and 
they do not seek to subvert the existing Gov- 
ernment. They simply discard the religious 
ritual used by the loyalists, and they deny the 
religious supremacy Of the Czar. it is stated, 
however, that they, are committing acts of fa- 
naticism which will make them subject to the 
severe penal laws of Russia, and that they will 
thus be crushed out of existence, as other re- 
ligious rebels have been. 

GRAND SKE LOUIS AND MME. KALOMINE. 

There is a new but not wholly unexpected 
complieation in conrection with the morgan- 
atic marriage of Grand Duke Louis IV. of 
Hesse with Mme. Kalomine. The lady is about 
to become a mother. Her appeal from tne de- 
cree of divorce is still pending, but is about to 
be tried before the highest tribunal recognized 
by German law. It is believed that Mme. 
Kalomine’s condition will influence the court 
at least to the extent of compelling Duke Louis 
to materially ineorease the pension of 
his discarded wife. Mme. Kalomine is 
said to be avaricious, and the 
alimony and costs of the suit may beggar the 
Grand Duke. This contingency has been fore- 
seen by his mother-in-law, Queen Victoria, and 
it is reported that she holde bis written prom- 
ise to abdicate in favor of his son if the suit be 
decided in favor of Mme. Kalomine. 

FRENCH PULITICS. 

The opening of the French Chambers is 
awaited with a degree of anxiety that is not by 
any means confined within French borders. 
M. Ferry is nervously anxious. During the 
recess he has strained the powers of 
the Government to the utmost, and he is 
not quite sure that the Deputies can 
be made to see the wisdom of bis action. It is 
known that M. Ciémenceau and bis radical as- 
sociates are preparing furious attacks upon the 
Ministry, and there are well-authenticated 
rumors of a strong anti-Government coalition 
in which Orleanists, Legitimists, and Bonapart- 
iste are to temporarily join hands. In the 
meantime the rural communes are chafing over 
the cost in blood and treasure of what they 
deem useless campaigns in the Far Last. and 
the Deputies from such constituencies are not 
to be depended upon. 


BGYPT. 
COL. STEWART'S FATE. 

Lobo, Oct. 13.—The Government, through 
Col. Kitchener, has received news from Deb- 
beb, whieh, if correct, proves that Col. Stewart 
is alive. A messenger who returned to Col. 
Kitchener at Wady-Halfa Friday says that the 
Steamer that ran upon the rocks at Wady- 
Garna, the crew of which were massacred by 
the Arabs, was commanded by M. Nicola, the 
Greek Consul. Itis believed if Col. Stewart 
had been on board the steamer he would have 
been in command. 

A SMALL CORPS. 

Camo. Oct. 13.—Gen. Wolseley has ordered 
the concentration of a camel corps 1,200 strong 
at Dongola. It is supposed he intends to make 
the march over the desert via Merawe or Ber- 


rine ORDERED TO THE FRONT. 

The Mudir of Dongola has ordered mounted 
irregulars to prepare to march to the front 
Thureday. Infantry will protect the city in 
the event of El Mahdi's forces attucking. The 
troops are reluctant to make the advance, 
fearing they will have to encounter serious 
fighting.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 18.— There is good 
authority for the statement that the Govern-- 
ment of the United States has not been asked 
to mediate in Franco-Chinese affairs by either 
of the disputants, and therefore it has not 
conditionally or otherwise “ refused *’ to do 80, 
as stated in a Paris dispatch today. 

DETAILS OF A FRENCH DEPEAT. 

Lowpon, Oct. 13.—The correspondent of the 
Times telegraphs that the news of the defeat of 
Admiral Lespes and the French fleet at Tumsui 
is confirmed. The Chinese, by hiding In brush- 
wood, suffered some 600 of the French forces 
toland and come within easy range of their 
guns before they appeared. The Chinese 
General Tso then led the attack 
upon the rear of the French, 
and the troops became panio-stricken. The 
Chinese killed reventy men and captured one 
gun. They also beheaded twenty-two French 
corpses, but desisted from that horrible work 
upon the protest of the British Consul, The 
Chinese loss was 200 killed and wounded, The 
fighting lasted five hours, at the end of which 
time the French retired to their ships. 


THE ORIENT. 
A BUDGET OF NEWS FROM JAPAN. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 13.—The Oceanic 
today brings Hong Kong dates to Sept. 13 and 
Yokohama to the 27th. 

Yokohama advices—Charles Degroote, Bei- 
gian Minister to Japan, died suddenly of heart 
disease Sept. 16. The French Catholic Mission 
refused to bury him because he was a Mason. 

The 15th of September Yokobama and Tokio 
were visited by a terrible typhoon. In the lat- 
ter city 3,000 houses were wholly or partially 
destroyed. Twenty peopie were killed. The 
loss of life at sea was appalling, but no esti- 
mate could be made of the number, The 
typhoon was followed by another of great force 
the 17th, but of brief duration. 

It is believea that the Franco-Chinese war 
will not interfere with a revision of the Japan- 
ese treaties. The conference will be opened as 
soon as the foreign Ministers have received 
their instructions. It is believed a basis of a 
revision is already agreed upon and only minor 
details remain to be discussed.

BRITISH POLITICS. 
A CONSERVATIVE DEMONSTRATION PREVENTED 
BY A DISORDERLY CROWD. 

Lonpon, Oct. 13.—The Conservative demon- 
stration announced for Birmingham today, in- 
volving meetings in the Aston grounds, town- 
halls, and in the skating-rink, was prevented 
by an organized foree of their opponents. 
Liberals in great numbers forced an en- 
trance to the town-hall by battering 
in the doors with heavy planks and 
overwhelmed the Conservatives. A free fight 
took place, in which furniture was broken and 
freely used for weapons. The mob swept from 
the platform the officersof the meeting and 
the speakers. Sir Stafford Northcote and Lord 
Randolph Churchill endeavored to address the 
people present, but their efforts were 
ineffectual, and they were obliged to re 
tire to a side-room, where they made 
short addresses to a amall party, the mob en- 
deavoring to prevent the speakers from beiug 
beard. In the speeches in the side room the 
speakers denoun¢ed and condemned the action 
of the Liberals, which Churchill said would cast 
a lasting stigma ypon the party in Birming- 
ham, and that in no other town in England 
would there ever be such an interruption of 
eminent statesmen.

THE BRITISH GRAIN TRADE. 
WREKLY REVIEW. . 

Lorpon, Oct. 13.— The Mark Lane Express 
in its weexly review of the corn trade says:

The Cavalry Armory on Michigan avenue 
was well filled last night by a respectable 
audience of both sexes for the purpose of hear- 
ing Senator Thomas F. Bayard of Delaware 
expound the principles of Democracy and ex- 
plain his objections to the Republican nominee. 
When the orator of the evening, escorted by a 
band and some torocblights, arrived, there 
were about 2,000 people present, who greeted 
Mr. Bayard with cheers. The platform was 
decorated with a trophy, of which the central 
figure was an eagle bearing in its bill a scroll 
with the legend: State Sovereignty, National 
Union.” There were other decorations. 
Among those on the platform were Mr. Erskine 
Phelps, President of the Iraguoise Club, Judge 
Tree, Judge Rogers, Judge Tuley. Judge 
Prendergast, and Messrs. 8. Corning Judd, W. 
J. Onaban, F. W. Tourtelotte, M. J. Russell, 
A. C. Hesing. 

Chairman Phelps cailed the meeting to order, 
and said they had assembled, on the eve of one 
of the most important elections that had ever 
heen beld in this country [fappiause), to hear 
the great issues of the day discu by one of 
the foremost men of the Nation.

THE SENATOR'S ADDRESS. ‘* 

Senator Bayard,on rising, was unable to 

for several minutes owing to the 
demonstrations, made chiefly by the Cook 
County Young Democracy, who, when the ap- 
plause was subsiding, would repeatedly 
** whoop it — again with discordant yelis. 

Mr. Bay said he hoped that the crippled 
voice that he brought with bim might not in- 
terfere with the communication be had to make 
to them respecting that in which this city and 
State were so much interested—the good gov- 
ernment of this dear land of ours. He had 
not been speaking heretofore to the citizens of 
Illinois, but be had been speaking for them 
fapplause|, for all over this broad land there 
was one common purpose in the hearts of its 
people to conserve the glory, the prosperity, 
and the honor of this Nation. [Applause] It 
could only be by the misunderstanding of the 
many, or by the misrepresentation of the few, 
that this great purpose could be defeated. A 
definition of health was “the capacity to re- 
sist disease.“ The moral health of the com- 
munity consisted in a capacity to resist the 
moral and political diseases that threaten its 
vitality. Who was the doctor should the 
American Nation be threatened by political 
disease? ‘The people, and not parties, who 
were merely symotoms of the disease, by the 
manner in which the people decided to choo 
them to carry on the affairs of the Nation 
Government. It might be that in the exercise 
of the great public trust reposed in the voter, 
great publie questions would be decided. There 
were many examples in the history of 
this country where crises had been decided 
by very close votes. George Washington 
was chosen Commander-in-Chief by a majority 
of one single vote in the Continental Congress. 
He never felt his obligations as an American 
citizen so profoundly as when be met the 
American people face to face to discuss the 
great problems of government. A great pre- 
liminary election was to take place in Ohio, 
which was accepted as a struggle between the 
vast forces of this country—to have infinit and 
enduring results in one event and great hope 
and encouragement in the other. |Applause.] 
That great State was stirred to its depths. 
Prophecy was a vain thing; he could only 
say that the Democrats had there an organiza- 
tion that was thorough, faithful, and effective. 
One of the Blaine managers had said that this 
election was largely one of finance. What did 
he mean by that word? He meant it was a 
question how far the corrupting influences of 
pecuniary expenditure could be used to con- 
trol the votes and the character of the Amer- 
ican people. In West Virginia, where tbis 
phrase was first used, it had excited widespread 
indignation.

ORITICISING un. BLAINE. 

Let me illustrate what I mean by this. They 
could not have chosen a fitter representative of 
the principle that I refer to than the man they 
bave chosen to be voted for as President of the 
United States. [Applause.) He suits them ex- 
actly. |Loud use.] No man’s career, 
from the time be entered Congress until the 
present date, more thoroughly illustrates the 
evil doctrine which I denounce than that of 
James G. Blaine. [Applause.] 

Mr. Bayard turned aside from his attack on 
Blaine to criticise the administration of the 
navy. Then he contended that the powers of 
government had been misused for personal 
ends by Mr. Blaine when he was Secretary of 
State by his interference in the dispute be- 
tween Chin and Peru to boister up a guano 
claim against the Chilian Government in which 
the American people had no interest whatever. 
Mr. Blame had patented a plan for rewarding 
the people with a part of their own funds by 
proposing, after be and his party had used the 
public money for such purposes as they 
thought fit, to pay back the surplus that was 
left to those who paid it. It was beneath con- 
tempt in a man calling himself a statesman to 
take from a man money by taxation simply to 
hand it back to him again. The American 
Government ought not to call for a dollar of 
money more than they required for the legiti- 
mate pu ot Government—(applause)— 
and Mr. Blaine's proposition only showed how 
—— he was of the principles of the Const:- 
tution. 

FREE-TRADE TALK. 

Under our Constitution taxes could not be 
levied upon exports, but it was just as suicidal 
in our Government to prohibit by heavy taxes 
on imports the produce of our exports from 
coming backin the shape of manufactured 
goods. The Republicay party and their nominee, 
Mr. Blaine, declared their determination to 
keep in force the present vicious system. If 
any man in good faith undertook to show him 
that the ive tarif was for the public 
good he would listen to such a man with re- 
speci; but when be heard men claim it as an 
individual right, or as the right of a class, as 
he had beard them in the halls of Congress, 
and bad seen them in the lobby with their 
check-books, prepared to resist any interfer- 
ence with the law which gave them these un- 
due —.— he could not sufficiently empha- 
size bis condemnation of the system. It was 
an interference with the right of private con- 
tract for the Government to decide what we 
should eat, or drink, or buy lapplausel, but 
this was an abuse of the power of government 
which the Republican party claimed as its 
rightful prerogative.

„ moral principle” of prohibition was made 
subordinate to the alleged interests of railroad 
corporations. Opportunity was given to the 
enemies of the prinetple to concoct, and 
hatch, and execute their schemes month after 
month, reinforced by belp from all outsiae 
sympathizers, until even St. John found him- 
self unable to refute successfully the charge 
everywhere made, at home and abroad, that 
“in Kansas prohibition does not prohibit.” 

And now comes the sequel. His ambition 
was not satisfied with the honors and emolu- 
ments of two terms in the Governor's chair; 
but, contrary to the usage and convictions of 
his political party, he must needs seek the 
nomination for a third term. His principal 


| argument, vehemently urged by himself. for a 


departure from his party's custom and as

This 
morning the tug Fred Neilson arrived with a ves- 
sol’s spar in tow, which the owner of the Kittie 
Grant recognized as her foremast. The following 
were her crew:

All were unmarried and residents of Pentwater.

His son 
took command and was numbered among the lost. 
The Grant was built at Milwaukee in 1853 and re- 
bullt at Saugatack in 1874.
